Ford believes inflation to be the 


world's greatest problem, and many 
believe the current rate of 11 per cent a 
year in this country is the major con- 
cern of the electorate. 


Kenneth L. Rush, a special presiden- 


tial adviser on the economy, said in a 
telephone interview that not only will 
inflation be somewhat worse than 
thought, but the nation's economic out- 
put will probably show a small decline 
in 1974. A small increase had been pre- 
dicted earlier. 


Rush said the rate of inflation will 


probably be between 7 and 8 per cent 
by the end of the year, "and probably 
nearer to eight than seven." 


He said there is some feeling the rate 


may be above 8 per cent. So far this 
year inflation has been above 11 per 
cent, but administration economists 
had been predicting this would decline 


to a rate of about 7 per cent by year's 
end. 


Rush said Ford made clear he 


"wants action and wants it soon."

The club 
said the trio left in order to accept 
teaching and/or coaching positions. 


As it turns out, there is appar- 


ently more to the departures than 
had previously been revealed. 


Woletz's exit was connected with 


the strike by the National Football 
League Players' Association. Wo- 
letz sympathized with the strikers 
and said he left camp after becom- 
ing fed up with countermoves by 
management to keep the rookies in 
camp. 


A free agent from the University 


of Wisconsin-Eau Claire, he was 
the first rookie to venture from the 
St. Norbert College campus and 
talk with the veterans. He also was 
one of the rookies who met with 
player representative Ken Bowman 
at a De Pere bar one night during 
the early stages of the strike. 


Hatch left because of differences 


he had with an assistant coach. 


And although the announcement 


regarding Alim, Sanford and Albin 
was presumably made in good 
faith, one of them has since said he 
too left after becoming disen- 
chanted. 


Woletz claimed the coaches were 


constantly reminding the players 
how well they had it in camp. He 
said they delivered a number of 
talks, urging the rookies to stay. 
, "They started to hassle every- 
body. They put everybody on the 
spot," Woletz said. "After we had 
that meeting with the veterans, 
they asked everybody if they 
wanted to go flow. It wasn't so 


much the starters, but the-guys 
who were second or third string. 
They asked them if they wanted to 
go now, and if they did, they'd get 
them a plane ticket." 


Woletz charged the coaches were 


"just afraid to let us talk to the 
vets." And later, he added, "They 
twisted your arm to stay."

In fact, he said once the strike is 


settled, he's considering asking to 
come back. 


Explaining why he left, Hatch 


said, "I hate to be quoted on my 
reasons for leaving, but that sums 
it up: disenchantment. I hate to 
point at anyone in particular, but 
one person did make the differ- 
ence." 


To avoid creating any hard feel-' 


ings, Hatch would not comment 
any further for the record. 


Alim, however, was less cautious 


about what he said. He was quoted 
in the Manitowoc Herald-Times as 
saying he, Albin and Sanford all 
left because they were "fed up" 
with what he labeled as "a double 
standard" that existed between vet- 
erans and rookies. 


Amplifying his remarks in an in- 


terview with the Press-Gazette, 


being tardy to meetings when vet- 
erans weren't. He said during film 
sessions, the veterans would sit on 
a couch in the back of the room and 
giggle at the rookies. And he added 
with regard to Kinard, "Al Mat- 
thews came in and all he does is 
kiss his butt up and down. He 
makes the same mistakes as we do 
and nobody says a thing." 


Alim admitted, however, he 


didn't inform the coaches about his 
feelings prior to leaving. 


Coach Dan Devine said Alim's 


comments didn't even warrant a 
comment. 


Sanford denied he left because of 


Kinard, while Albin is travelling 
out West and could not be reached 
for comment. 


Sanford, although admitting he 


might have been somewhat disen- 
chanted, added, "I though Billy Ki- 
nard was a great coach—no doubt 
about it. He in no way influenced 
me in leaving." 


Sanford does have a coaching po- 


sition to fall back on. However, nei- 
ther Albin or Alim have their de- 
grees yet, although the former may 
have been selected for a graduate 
assistantship at Northwest Mis- 
souri State. 


Another defensive back who was 


waived, Charlie (Tuna) Edwards 
and two of four rookies backs in 
camp admitted they resented some 
of Kinard's coaching tactics. How- 
ever, two other rookies smiled, 


shrugged their shoulders and said 
it was something a football player 
has to accept, when asked if they 
had any differences with their 
coach. The two other rookies in 
camp were not contacted. 


Matthews, the lone veteran de- 


fensive back in camp, staunchly 
defended Kinard. "I think he's a 
good coach. We have excellent com- 
munications," he said. 


Matthews also had sharp criti- 


cism for Kinard's detractors. "A 
lot of guys can't make the adjust- 
ment and they try to find short- 
comings in other people. They were 
fortunate to be here as long as they 
were," he said. 


Kinard, when reached in Mil- 


waukee prior to the Packers' prac- 
tice at County Stadium Friday 
night, said, "This is really kind of 
shocking." 


Commenting on the dual stan- 


dard charge—which incidentally 
was directed not orly at him, but 
the other coaches as well—Kinard 
said, "This is pro football. We're 
running a business. I don't have 
any dual standards not even with 
my whole family or myself." 


In reference to criticism of his 


coaching tactics, he said, "I don't 
abuse anybody. I don't put my 
hands on anybody. I don't curse 
anybody." 


He added, "I never had any 


harsh words (with Alim). I don't 
understand that." 


It has also been suggested, Ki- 


nard knows full well none of the 
rookies stand much of a chance of 
making the team once the strike is 
settled. Consequently, maybe he 
has reacted accordingly and the 
players have sensed his feelings. 


In fact, Sanford reported that 


when he asked the coaches what his 
chances were, he was told the 
Packers don't intend to keep any 
rookies in the secondary. 


While many coaches, including 


some from other teams, have but- 
tered up the rookies in interviews 
during the strike, Kinard, a seem- 
ingly warm person off the field, has 
been totally frank and honest. He 
has not attempted to deceive any- 
one or offer an inflated evaluation 
of a player.

WASHINGTON - You can save the 


nation's energy and your own money by 
comparing the use of energy by various 
types of household appliances and then 
acting accordingly. 


Various utility companies and indus- 


try associations have published such 
data. One of the more comprehensive 
has come recently from the Energy 
Policy Office of the State of Maryland. 


Its list shows the average number of 


watts used per hour per appliance, the 
average number of hours used per 
year and the total kilowatts used per 
year. One kilowatt equals 1,000 watts. 
For example, a 100-watt bulb uses one 
kilowatt every 10 hours. 


It is no surprise, of course, to find 


that the biggest users of energy are hot 
water heaters, ranges, 
refrigerator- 


freezers, 
ovens and, during hot 


weather, air conditioners. 


Using the most kilowatts per year, 


according to the list, is a quick recov- 
ery water heater. Its 4,811 kilowatts 
compare to 4,219 for a regular water 
heater. The quick recovery heater 
works 1,075 hours a year, using 4,474 
watts per hour; the other works 1,705 
hours at 2,475 watts. 


The next biggest user of electricity 


per year is a 14-cubic-foot refrigerator- 
freezer, totaling 1,829 kilowatts. 


The extra cost of having the conve- 


nience of a frost-free refrigerator be- 
comes clearly apparent. For example, 
a frostless 12-cubic-foot box requires an 
average of 321 watts per hour of IT er- 
ation for 3,791 hours for a total of 1,217 
kilowatts per year. 


The same size refrigerator without 


frost-free control uses an average of 241 
watts per hour for 3,021 hours, totaling 
728 kilowatts per year, only about 60 


per cent, of the electricity used by its 
frostless counterprart. 


A 15-cubic-foot frostless freezer uses 


1,761 kilowatts per year, compared to 
1,195 used by the same size freezer 
without the frostless device. Both use 
approximately the same watts per 
hour, but the latter works 4,002 hours a 
year against 3,405 for the other. 


The difference in electricity for ovens 


is even more pronounced. A microwave 
oven is listed as using 1,500 watts per 
hour for 200 hours, or a total of only 300 
kilowatts. A regular self-cleaning oven 
used 4,800 watts per hour for 239 hours 
for a kilowatt total of 1,146 per year. 


Color television uses an estimated 332 


watts per hour compared with 237 for a 
black-and-white set. But the yearly to- 
tal of kilowatts is relatively small, 502 
against 362, based on about 30 hours 
per week of viewing. 


Compared with these energy eaters, 


an electric toothbrush hardly deserves 
to be listed at all, with a total of only 
one-half kilowatt over a year's time. 


An electric razor draws only 1.8 kilo- 


watts per year, a carving knife uses 
only eight kilowatts and a heating pad 
only 10. Thus, contrary to popular im- 
pressions, buyers of these appliances 
are wasting relatively little energy. 


Keeping appliances and other equip- 


ment in proper working order, how- 
ever, can make a substantial differ- 
ence. It is estimated, for example, that 
a hot water faucet dripping one drop a 
minute wastes 200 gallons of heating oil 
a year.

MADISON. Wis. (AP)- Farmers 


may some day walk out to their barns 
at daybreak, feed bucket in hand, call- 
ing out "here bossy" to their herds of 
fish. 


Studying the possibilities of aquacul- 


ture, or fish farming, researchers at 
the University of Wisconsin say old 
dairy barns can be converted into fish- 
eries. 
By growing yellow perch and walleye 


pike under controlled conditions, re- 
searchers Harold Calbert, David Stui- 
ber and Hyung Huh said they found the 
fish can be grown four times faster 
than under natural conditions. 


A pound of fish can be produced on 


one-fourth the feed it takes to produce 
a pound of beef, they said. 


Demand for pike and perch has 


grown by 15 per cent while Great Lakes 
fishing of the fish has fallen off 50 per 
cent, the researchers said. 


Fish are raised at 72 degrees faren- 


heit under 16 hours a day of light, and 
are fed high protein pellets. 


"It takes nature three or four years 


to raise these fish to marketable size." 
Calbert said. "It takes us nine to 11 
months 
Tne fish eat about 1% pounds of feed 


to produce a pound of meat, while 
poultry use 2% pounds of feed and 
cattle use 5 to 12 pounds, Calbert sauL 


He said fish eat relatively little food

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Petri requests more state GOP funds

WISCONSIN DELLS - State Sen. 


Thomas E. Petri of Fond du Lac, the 
Republican Party's endorsed candidate 
against U.S. Sen. Gaylord Nelson, has 
told party leaders that he wants more 
GOP funds to pay for his campaign. 


Petri, who will be opposed in the 


Sept. 3 primary election by James Sigl 
of Milwaukee, sent a letter to State 
Party Chairman David* Sullivan and 
members of the executive 'committee 
asking for an additional '$10,000 of 
party funds to go with the. $10,000 al- 
ready pledged to him. 


But, despite newfound optimism ex- 


pressed by party leaders at the com- 
mittee's summer meeting here Friday, 
committee members voted unani- 
mously to send the request to its 
budget allocation committee for study. 
One source said that Petri will almost 
certainly not get the money. 


The optimism, -which explained in 


part the unusually large turnout of 
committee members, was generated by 
the events in Washington D.C. that 
state party leaders are certain will 
have a beneficial effect upon state cam- 
paigns this year. 


"Absolutely, it's great news," Sulli- 


van said referring to the resignation of 
Richard Nixon. "The most important 
effect will be that people will be willing 
to work for Republican candidates. In 
the past, they have been using Water- 
gate as an excuse." 


Former state chairman Ody Fish of 


Pewaukee described Nixon's with- 
drawal as a favorable sign for both par- 
ties. "It will help the election process," 
Fish said, "because now we can start 
getting to the real issues of the cam- 
paigns. There has been so much talk 
about Watergate that nobody has been 
asking "What does Pat Lucey think 
about this issue?" or "What does Dyke 
think about this." 


Fish made it clear that he was not 


saying that Watergate did not belong in 
the headlines, just that other issues 
must be used to decide elections. 


Prior to opening its Friday meeting 


to the press, GOP executive committee 
members voted to inform all Republi- 
can candidates who will receive party 
funds that the state party will co-sign 
all loans needed by the candidates, up 
to the amount delejated by the'budget 
allocation committee. 


Because'of its immense debt that is 


now over $350,000, the state Republican 


Party is unable to hand out campaign 
funds in lump sums. Candidates are 
being urged to borrow the money they 
need, to be reimbursed later with the 
amount promised to them by the party 
after its budget meeting in Green Bay 
two months ago. 


Petri, who was originally allotted 


just $5,000 by the budget committee but 
increased to $10,000 by the executive 
committee, told Sullivan in his letter 
that the state party should increase the 
sum to protect its own endorsement 
policy. "The best way for the party to 
demonstrate its sincere commitment to 
this policy (pre-primary endorsement), 
Petri wrote, "is for it to re-examine its 
financial obligation to my campaign. I 
have written earlier protesting the size 
of this obligation." 


Petri said that he has received only 


$2000 of the pledged $10,000 so far but 
would like an additional $10,000 before 
the 'primary election. Despite the en- 
dorsement and Sigl's non-existent cam- 
paign so far, Petri says he is not taking 
the primary lightly and says "my con- 
fidence is premised on having full 
party support."

State Jroopers pleased with new 
authority, but would like still more

MILWAUKEE (AP) - Wisconsin 


state troopers are pleased with their 
new crimefighting powers, and say 
they would like even more authority. 


"The law that the state passed in De- 


cember is a tremendous improvement 
over the past, but .even that law could 
be improved," Maj. Jerome Lacke of 
the State Highway Patrol said. 


Troopers, who had been primarily 


traffic cops, were given expanded au- 
thority to make arrests for any offense. 


But county sheriffs had protested 


against what they called potential in- 
tervention in their domain, and legisla- 
tors agreed to restrict the new author- 
ity. 


The restrictions generally require 


troopers to be on duty and in uniform, 
to be reasonably certain that an arrest 
warrant has been issued by someone, 
and that a crime involving a suspect is 
no more than 24 hours old. 


The patrol's chief, Col. Lewis Ver- 


snik, had expressed disappointment in 
the modified bill, calling it "half a 
loaf." 


Lacke, in charge of the patrol's spe- 


cial services section, said troopers 
made 557 "criminal activity contacts," 
including 277 arrests, in the first six 
months of 1974 under the new author- 
ity. 


"That is certainly an increase over 


1973 figures," he said. "We are!, getting 
more calls from other agencies now. 
They know "we can legally respond 
where in the past we could not." 


Lacke said that 184 of the contacts 


came as a result of the new- law. 


"Now officers can work with a peace 


of mind," he said. "They have the legal 
authority to make-arrests where, in the 
past, they could not and did not." 


"But those three restrictions in the 


new law are simply foolish," Lacke 


added. 


Lacke said the 24-hour restriction 


creates "a weekend problem." 


"Suppose a guy commits a crime on 


<Friday evening," he said. "No warrant 
will be issued until Monday since 
courts are not working on the weekend, 
so that man has escaped." 


Lacke said the patrol was the only 


law enforcement agency that has to 
contend with comparable hamstringing 
of its arrest powers. 


"The entire thing," he said, "can be 


put in a nutshell this way: We got 95 
per cent of what we needed, a law 
which gives us the authorization to stop 
more crime and at the same time pro- 


tect us from suits of libel. 


"But on the other hand, the Wiscon- 


sin taxpayers v_only got 65 per cent of 
what they deserve," he said. 


"I just hope for the good of every- 


body all these things are changed," he 
said. 


While the legislature was considering 


the modifications at the insistence of 
Assembly Republicans, Versnik said he 
would keep a discrete silence, at least 
while sheriffs' apprehensions were run- 
ning high. 


"I am going to let this rest for a 


time," he said. "I want to prove that 
there is no ulterior motive to what we 
are doing."

Comparison of appliances 
could save electricity 


BY ARTHUR E. ROWSE 


WASHINGTON - You can save the 


nation's energy and your own money by 
comparing the use of energy by various 
types of household appliances and then 
acting accordingly. 


Various utility companies and indus- 


try associations have published such 
data. One of the more comprehensive 
has come recently from the Energy 
Policy Office of the State of Maryland. 


Its list shows the average number of 


watts used per hour per appliance, the 
average number of hours used per 
year and the total kilowatts used per 
year. One kilowatt equals 1,000 watts. 
For example, a 100-watt bulb uses one 
kilowatt every 10 hours. 


It is no surprise, of course, to find 


that the biggest users of energy are hot 
water heaters, ranges, refrigerator- 
freezers, ovens and, during hot 
weather, air conditioners. 


Using the most kilowatts per year, 


according to the list, is a quick recov- 
ery water heater. Its 4,811 kilowatts 
compare to 4,219 for a regular water 
heater. The quick recovery 
heater 


works 1,075 hours a year, using 4,474 
watts per hour; the other works 1,705 
hours at 2,475 watts. 


The next biggest user of electricity 


per year is a 14-cubic-foot refrigerator- 
freezer, totaling 1,829 kilowatts. 


The extra cost of having the conve- 


nience of a frost-free refrigerator be- 
comes clearly apparent. For example, 
a frostless 12-cubic-foot box requires an 
average of 321 watts per hour of oper- 
ation for 3,791 hours for a total of 1,217 
kilowatts per year. 


The same size refrigerator without 


frost-free control uses an average of 241 
watts per hour for 3,021 hours, totaling 
728 kilowatts per year, only about 60 


per cent, of the electricity Used by its 
frostless counterprart. 


A 15-cubic-foot frostless freezer uses 


1,761 kilowatts per year, compared to 
1,195 used by the same size freezer 
without the frostless device. Both use 
approximately the same watts per 
hour, but the latter works 4,002 hours a 
year against 3,405 for the other. 


The difference in electricity for ovens 


is even more pronounced. A microwave 
oven is listed as using 1,500 watts per 
hour for 200 hours, or a total of only 300 
kilowatts. A regular self-cleaning oven 
used 4,800 watts per hour for 239 hours 
for a kilowatt total of 1,146 per year. 


Color television uses an estimated 332 


watts per hour compared with 237 for a 
black-and-white set. But the yearly to- 
tal of kilowatts is relatively small, 502 
against 362, based on" about 30 hours 
per week of viewing. 


Compared with these energy eaters, 


an electric toothbrush hardly deserves 
to be listed at all, with a total of only 
one-half kilowatt over a year's time. 


An electric razor draws only 1.8 kilo- 


watts per year, a carving knife uses 
only eight kilowatts and a heating pad 
only 10. Thus, contrary to popular im- 
pressions, buyers of these appliances 
are wasting relatively little energy. 


Keeping appliances and other equip- 


ment in proper working order, how- 
ever, can make a substantial differ- 
ence. It is estimated, for example, that 
a hot water faucet dripping one drop a 
minute wastes 200 gallons of heating oil 
a year.

searchers Harold Calbert, David Stui- 
ber and Hyung Huh said they found the 
fish car; be grown four times faster 
than under natural conditions. 


A pound of fish can be produced an 


one-fourth the feed it takes to produce 
a pound of beef, they said 


Demand for pike and perch has 


grown by 15 per cent while Great Lakes 
fishing of the fish has fallen of} 50 per 
cent, ibe researchers said. 


Fish are raised ai 72 degrees faren- 


beit under 16 hours a day of light, and 
are fed high protein pellets 


"It takes nature three or four years 


to raise ihese fish to marketable size." 
Calbert said "Ii takes us nine to 11 
months. 


The fish eat about 1'7 pounds of feed 


to produce a pound of meat, while 
pouJtry use 2^ pounds of feed and 
catUe use 5 to 32 pounds, Caibert said 


He said fish eat relatively JmJe food 


because they maintain a body tempera- 
ture equal to that of the water. 


Cows and other mammals expend a 


lot of food energy just producing body 
heat, he said. 


"Our preliminary figures indicate 


that the cost of raising the fish can be 
recovered in the market price of the 
fish," Calbert said. 


"We look at fish farming as a supple- 


ment to commercial fishing," he said. 
"It will help even out the supply, and 
therefore, the cost of the fish through- 
out the year." 


"But nature will always be aj>le to 


grow fish cheaper than we can," he 
added.

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Petri requests more state GOP funds

WISCONSIN DELLS - 
State Sen. 


Thomas E. Petri of Fond du Lac, the 
Republican Party's endorsed candidate 
against U.S. Sen. Gaylord Nelson, has 
told party leaders that he wants more 
GOP funds to pay for his campaign. 


Petri, who will be opposed in the 


Sept. 3 primary election by James Sigl 
of Milwaukee, sent a letter to State 
Party Chairman David* Sullivan and 
members of the executive 'committee 
asking for an additional ' $10,000 of 
party funds to go with the $10,000 al- 
ready pledged to him. 


But, despite newfound optimism ex- 


pressed by party leaders at the com- 
mittee's summer meeting here Friday, 
committee members voted unani- 
mously to send the request to its 
budget allocation committee for study. 
One source said that Petri will almost 
certainly not get the money. 


The optimism, which explained in 


part the unusually large turnout of 
committee members, was generated by 
the events in Washington D.C. that 
state party leaders are certain will 
have a beneficial effect upon state cam- 
paigns this year. 


"Absolutely, it's great news," Sulli- 


van said referring to the resignation of 
Richard Nixon. "The most important 
effect will be that people will be willing 
to work for Republican candidates. In 
the past, they have been using Water- 
gate as an excuse." 


Former state chairman Ody Fish of 


Pewaukee described Nixon's with- 
drawal as a favorable sign for both par- 
ties. "It will help the election process," 
Fish said, "because now we can start 
getting to the real issues of the cam- 
paigns. There has been so much talk 
about Watergate that nobody has been 
asking "What does Pat Lucey think 
about this issue?" or "What does Dyke 
think about this." 


Fish made it clear that he was not 


saying that Watergate did not belong in 
the headlines, just that other issues 
must be used to decide elections. 


Prior to opening its Friday meeting 


to the press, GOP executive committee 
members voted to inform all Republi- 
can candidates who will receive party 
funds that the state party will co-sign 
all loans needed by the candidates, up 
to the amount delegated by the'budget 
allocation committee. 


Because'of its immense debt that is 


now over $350,000, the state Republican 


Party is unable to hand out campaign 
funds in lump sums. Candidates are 
being urged to borrow the money they 
need, to be reimbursed later with the 
amount promised to them by the party 
after its budget meeting in Green Bay 
two months ago. 


Petri, who was originally allotted 


just $5,000 by the budget committee but 
increased to $10,000 by the executive 
committee, told Sullivan in his letter 
that the state party should increase the 
sum to protect its own endorsement 
policy. "The best way for the party to 
demonstrate its sincere commitment to 
this policy (pre-primary endorsement), 
Petri wrote, "is for it to re-examine its 
financial obligation to my campaign. I 
have written earlier protesting the size 
of this obligation." 


Petri said that he has received only 


$2000 of the pledged $10,000 so far but 
would like an additional $10,000 before 
the 'primary election. Despite the en- 
dorsement and Sigl's non-existent cam- 
paign so far, Petri says he is not taking 
the primary lightly and says "my con- 
fidence is premised on having full 
party support."

State troopers pleased with new 
authority, but would like still more

MILWAUKEE (AP) - Wisconsin 


state troopers are pleased with their 
new crimefighting powers, and say 
they would like even more authority. 


"The law that the state passed in De- 


cember is a tremendous improvement 
over the past, but .even that law could 
be improved," Maj. Jerome Lacke of 
the State Highway Patrol said. 


Troopers, who had been primarily 


traffic cops, were given expanded au- 
thority to make arrests for any offense. 


But county sheriffs had protested 


against what they called potential in- 
tervention in their domain, and legisla- 
tors agreed to restrict the new author- 
ity. 


The restrictions generally require 


troopers to be on duty and in uniform, 
to be reasonably certain that an arrest 
warrant has been issued by someone, 
and that a crime involving a suspect is 
no more than 24 hours old. 


The patrol's chief, Col. Lewis Ver- 


snik, had expressed disappointment in 
the modified bill, calling it "half a 
loaf." 


Lacke, in charge of the patrol's spe- 


cial services section, said troopers 
made 557 "criminal activity contacts," 
including 277 arrests, in the first six 
months of 1974 under the new author- 
ity. 


"That is certainly an increase over 


1973 figures," he said. "We are getting 
more" calls from other agencies now. 
They know vie can legally respond 
where in the past we could not." 


Lacke said that 184 of the contacts 


came as a result of the new. law. 


"Now officers can work with a peace 


of mind," he said. "They have the legal 
authority to make-arrests where, in the 
past, they could not and did not." 


"But those three restrictions in the 


new law are simply foolish," Lacke 


added. 


Lacke said the 24-hour restriction 


creates "a weekend problem." 


"Suppose a guy commits a crime on 


^Friday evening," he said. "No warrant 
will be issued until Monday since 
courts are not working on the weekend, 
so that man has escaped." 


Lacke said the patrol was the only 


law enforcement agency that has to 
contend with comparable hamstringing 
of its arrest powers. 


"The entire thing," he said, "can be 


put in a nutshell this way: We got 95 
per cent of what we needed, a law 
which gives us the authorization to stop 
more crime and at the same time pro- 


tect us from suits of libel. 


"But on the other hand, the Wiscon- 


sin taxpayers aonly got 65 per cent of 
what they deserve," he said. 


"I just hope for the good of every- 


body all these things are changed," he 
said. 


While the legislature was considering 


the modifications at the insistence of 
Assembly Republicans, Versnik safd he 
would keep a discrete silence, at least 
while sheriffs' apprehensions were run- 
ning high.

Board again turned down a detachment 
request by Little Chute area residents 
who want their children to attend the 
Little Chute school district — instead of 
Kaukauna — but the most recent rejec- 
tion was the first on a split vote. 


The board voted Thursday by a 3-2 


margin to reverse the decision by the 
Cooperative 
Educational 
Services 


Agency No. 8 school committee and a 
June referendum, favoring the detach- 
ment of an area generally north of 
Little Chute. 


The district, which included the vil- 


lage industrial park, apparently has 
about 96 students, including 40 attend- 
ing St. John Catholic grade school in 
Little Chute, 32 kaukauna public ele- 
mentary school and 24 kauakuna High 
School. 


The Kaukauna Board of Education 


appealed the referendum and agency 
school committee approval of the de- 
tachment to the state appeals board, 
which is part of the State Department 
of Public Instruction. 


The vote on the detachment issue was 


the first split one. The state board's, 
two previous votes on the issue had 
been 5-0. Donald Green, Kaukauna city 
attorney and school board attorney, 
said that the split did not necessarily 
mean the state was softening on de- 
tachment issues. He said that the fact 
that a referendum which heavily fa- 
vored detachment had accompanied the 
petition probably led to the split vote. 


But the detachment issue is not dead, 


according to Little Chute Village Clerk 
Gerald Locy. "I don't think it's fin- 
ished yet. It's not finished by no 
means, not as far was we're con- 
cerned." Locy would not comment on 
planned. 


This was the fourth attempt to get a 


detachment ruling. Two previous at- 
temtps dating back to 1970 had been re- 
versed by the state Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction and a third, which the 
agency school committee had made 
subject to referendum approval, was 
soundly defeated in referendum. 


The area covered in the detachment 


petition is bordered on the east by Out- 
agamie County Trunk CC (Rosehill 
Road), on the south by the Little Chute 
school district, on 
the west by the 


Town of VandenBroek boundary and on 
the north by the town line. 


The area created "island" properties 


which the Kaukauna board opposed be- 
cause the islands were isolated from 
the rest of the school district. 


Mrs. Virginia Zobel. route 1, Menasha 
and signed by concerned citizens, 
called attention to the need for bicycle 
trails in the northwest section of the 
county. She said more signatures 
would be submitted later. 


The letter stated that bicycles have 


been on the roads and streets for many 
years for transportation and recrea- 
tion. Anyone riding a bicycle today is 
risking his life because of increased 
traffic, the letter said, adding that 
many of the town roads are death traps 
because they are not being rebuilt ac- 
cording to state code. It also noted that 
there have been several auto-bicycle 
accidents. 


The petition asked that separate 


roads be built for bicycles. 


"We concerned citizens of Calumet 


County feel strongly about this. It is 
time our governing bodies put their 
heads together and take steps to bring 
about ^construction of bicycle trails. 
There is federal funding available for a 
percentage of the study and construc- 
tion of these trails. We are requesting 
you to take necessary steps to get this 
program started now," the letter 
stated. 


Copies of the letter were sent to 


members of the Harnson Town Board, 
George Schwalbach and J u l i u s 
Schmidt, both county supervisors, and 
the planning and zoning committee. 


Roland Tonn, Calumet County plan- 


ner pointed out that things such as the 
energy crisis have greatly accelerated 


bicycle usage. 


Recently Robert Stadel, Outagamie

Hortonville teachers get wage hike

HORTONVILLE - The board of edu- 


cation Thursday approved about a 
$180.000 wage increase package for 
teachers who replaced striking Horton- 
ville Education Association (HEA) 
members, saying the increase came af- 
ter a request from the administration 
and not from new faculty members. 


According to Supt. Marvin Obry, the 


board's Madison attorney said there 
would be no legal problems with the ac- 
tion. The board said, "It seems clear 
that the HEA does not represent a ma- 
jority of new teachers we have under 
contract," Obry reported. 


New instructors, who were hired to 


replace HEA members who went on 
strike last March and were fired by the 
board in April, had been signed to'con- 
tracts on the 1972-73 pay scale. 


Obry said the package approved 


Thursday is. "in effect, the salary that 
was negotiated last spring bv the HEA 


and the board, with a few minor adjust- 
ments." 


Howard Bellman of the Wisconsin 


Employment Relations Commission, 
Madison, said that no one has filed a 
new petition seeking to be recognized 
as the collective bargaining representa- 
tive of the replacement teachers. 


Technically, the fired teachers' 


group, the HEA, is still the only known 
representative of Hortonville teachers, 
but it would have to prove this repre- 
sentation if it demanded the board to 
bargain with it and the board chal- 
lenged the demand. 


A group of replacement teachers, 


calling itself the Federation of Indepen- 
dent Teachers, had filed a petition ear- 
lier this year, but it was termed un- 
timely by the state commission The 
federation said it would refile late, but 
it has not done so. 


The new schedule, which will raise 


the average salary for replacement 
teachers from SS,S05 to just over S9.000. 


sets a 57,900 base for a bachelor's de- 
gree and a $8,550 base for a master's 
degree. The ceilings will be $12,166 and 
$13,171, respectively. Obry listed the 
average HEA salary at $11,000 a year. 


The 1972-73 salary schedule, which 


was the last one negotiated between the 
board and the HEA, had a $7,350 base. 


The board will pay 4.5 per cent of the 


teachers' retirement, the amount that 
became a major issue in the strike. The 
board wanted the 4.5 per cent figure, 
while the HEA demanded the board 
pay the total 5 per cent teachers' share.

A heavy schedule will face Out- 


agamie County supervisors Tuesday 
night, including the proposal to reorga- 
nize the Unified Health Services board. 


The plan, pushed by County Execu- 


tive Alvin Woehler, would reduce the 
size of the board from 15 to nine mem- 
bers and would recreate the institution 
board of trustees as a separate body. 
The resolutions originally had been 
submitted at the July board meeting 
but never were presented for a vote. 


The health board is now, for all prac- 


tical purposes, a nine-member unit. 
Woehler has never filled three va- 
cancies that resulted from resignations 
and the terms of three more members 
expired Aug. 1 without any action being 
taken to fill them. 


The proposed nine-member board 


would have a maximum of five super- 
visors, the same number as is now au- 
thorized on the 15-member board. Va- 
cancies would have to be filled within 
45 days under the proposed ordinance. 


A major debate is expected on a reso- 


lution authorizing the leasing of data 
processing equipment from NCR Corp. 
The resolution carries only a 3-2 en- 
dorsement vote from the finance com- 
mittee. The alternative, supported by 


the committee minority, is to contract 
with a service bureau to have the work 
done. 


Two personnel requests have been 


submitted by the judiciary and enforce- 
ment committee. The first is for five 
additional people for the sheriff's de- 
partment —four traffic patrolmen and 
one investigator. They would be hired 
under the federal Emergency Employ- 
ment Act 


Also requested is approval to con- 


tinue the public defender program for 
another year under a Wisconsin Coun- 
cil on Criminal Justice grant.

Def/c/Yof$565,000 
expected by Outagamie 
for health service costs

Outagamie County may face a deficit 


as high as $565,000 for mental health 
services this year. Most of the potential 
deficit is in the area of inpatient treat- 
ment programs. 


The two big problems apparently are 


county patients at state institutions and 
the acute psychiatric care section at 
the county health center. 


The state switched from a one-year 


billing delay to a current billing pro- 
gram for county patients in state insti- 
tutions and the county failed to budget 
for 1974 costs. 


At- 
the Outagamie County Health 


Cente originally indicated it would fund 
for 43 acute psychiatric treatment 
beds, ten cut that aback 21 beds and 
has failed to reimburse the county for 
any beds. 


John Maurice, program services 


coordinator for the Unified Health 
Services Board, estimates that state 
billings for county patients at Winne- 
bago Mental Health Institute, Mendota 
Mental Health Institute, and the three 
state colonies for children will total 
about $522,000. The county would be re- 
sponsible for somewhat more than 40 
per cent of that cost, but nothing was 
budgeted. 


County Executive Alvin Woehler said 


it would seem logical that the state 
would go to a current billing practice 
since it went to a current reimburse- 
ment program, "but the county was 
never notified." 


The cost sharing for state approved 


programs is 60 per cent state reim- 
bursement and 40 per cent county. But 
the county must pay a full 100 per cent 
of any program cost that exceeds the 
amount approved by the state. 


Maunce said the state has allowed 


the county only 6,800 patient days at 
state institutions for 1974 and that for 
the first four months the county has al- 
ready been billed for 2,400 patient days 
at Winnebago Mental Health Institute 
alone- He said the state reported it ar- 
rived at its estimate based on 1971 and 
1972 experience, but has not substan- 
tiated the figures. 


A meeting is being sought with Dr. 


L J Ganser, administrator of the state 
Division of Mental Hygiene, and Out- 
agamie County legislators by the Uni- 
fied Health Board and county finance 
committee to get answers to why there 
has been no state reimbursement for 
health center patients and why the 
county was restricted in patient days at 
state IT litutions. 


Woehler said the county has been in a 


"dreamland" with the state and that 


the shortage might be a good thing. He 
noted, however, that the county board 
had previously set aside $500,000 -fiif 
program adjustments for the Unified 
Health Board and that there is nearly 
another $1 million in funds received 
from the state to settle past reimburse- 
ments that can be used to cover any 
deficit. 


He indicated he has been wary of the 


state's stepping in with a specified sum 
for programs because the county usu- 
ally ends up paying more. 


Maurice indicated that some of the 


Winnebago Mental Health Institute 
costs might be pared in the future with 
beefed-up programs at the Community 
Guidance Center and the health center 
so that patients could be pulled back 
from the state.

Jesse Helms, R-N.C., circulated a fact 
sheet boosting the 1964 GOP presiden- 
tial nominee. 


Aides to Helms made clear the North 


Carolina senator was trying to organize 
conservative efforts to block Rockefel- 
ler. 


But Sens. John G. Tower, R-Tex. and 


Bill Brock, R-Tenn., said conservative 
opposition to Rockefeller has faded. 
Even Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., 
had some kind words for Rockefeller 
though he said he wasn't his "first 
choice." 


Thurmond, in fact, sent the new 


President a letter citing Goldwater, 
Brock and Tower as his top three 
choices. 


Tower told a news conference he 


didn't want to speculate on names but, 
when asked about conservative opposi- 
tion to Rockefeller, said "I think that 
Nelson Rockefeller is not as unpopular 
with conservative Republicans as some 
might imagine." 


Brock said~ it is "difficult to chal- 


lenge" Rockefeller's credentials, add- 
ing "He'll be readily acceptable by a 
great majority" of the GOP. 


In the House, there was talk among 


Republicans -of the party's national 
chairman, George Bush, like Ford a 
former member of the House. 


Sen. 
Mark 0. Hatfield of Oregon, 


himself mentioned on some lists being 
prepared by Ford aides, suggested 
Ford broaden the party base by choos- 
ing a liberal such as Sen. Charles 
Percy of Illinois, Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke of Massachusetts or Rep. John 
Anderson of Illinois.

Kalmbach's suspension

Very personal items of 
Nixons out of White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The "very 


personal belongings" of Richard M'. 
Nixon and his family were removed 
from the White House even before Ger- 
ald R. Ford was sworn in as the na- 
tion's 38th President. 


A member of Mrs. Nixon's staff said 


the personal items were packed by 
members of the family before they de- 
parted at mid-morning Friday for their 
San Clemente, Calif., home. 


The aide would not specify what she 


meant by "very personal" belong- 
ings," but presumably tuey included 
mementoes and memorabilia of 
Nixon's 2,027-day presidency and his 
nearly three decades in public life. 


In the White House Oval Office, 


Nixon's private collection of porcelain 
birds and family pictures had been re- 
moved from bookshelves and end ta- 
bles. 


Within three hours after the former 


president flew to his California home, 
nearly 25 color photographs 
which 


traced his diplomatic achievements in 
foreign lands were gone from the 
hideaway office in the Executive Office 
Building, as were momentoes ranging 
from a collection of toy elephants to an 
assortment of gavels and political car- 
toons. 


The Nixon family furniture in the 


White House remains, at least for the 
time being. So does much of the Nixon 
family wardrobe, the aide to Mrs. 
Nixon said. 


Daughter Julie Nixon Eisenhower 


and her husband David remained be- 
hind Friday to supervise the packing 
and shipping of belongings, although 
the aide said they weren't doing any of 
the packing themselves. 


Nixon's presidential files — thou- 


sands upon thousand of pages of docu- 
ments — were being packed in boxes 
Friday, although their destination was 
uncertain. Prior to his Watergate trou- 
bles, his spokesmen reported the files 
would be transferred to a Richard M. 
Nixon presidential library. 


Whether his resignation will change 


those plans is unclear. 


Also uncertain is the status of the 


White House cabinet table. Nixon had it 
specially constructed and paid for it 
himself — then depreciated the cost as 
a business expense on his tax returns 
while the office White House guidebook 
reported he had donated it to the gov- 
ernment. 


There has been no firm indication 


when the Fords will move to the White 
House from their suburban Virginia 
home, but one aide said he didn't ex- 
pect it to be at least until sometime 
next week. 


The new First Family presumably 


will bring some of their own private 
furnishings, but much of the White 
House is furnished with items regarded 
as antiques, considered property of the 
government or on loan to the White 
House.

The irony of the fapes 


There are many ironic aspects of Watergate, but consider 


for a moment tjie motivation for President Nixon's install- 
ing tape recording equipment in the Oval Office and the 
use to which those tapes were eventually put. 


Mr. Nixon said that he secretly recorded conversations in 


his White House office so that he could utilize them in writ- 
ing his autobiographical memoirs and so that these conver- 
sations would be preserved for historical purposes. That 
was his excuse for having invaded the privacy of the unsus- 
pecting persons with whom he conversed in his office. 


Well the tapes certainly have become historical docu- 


ments all right. But not, we may be sure, of the nature for 
which our deposed president intended them. 


How to gather frash 


For the last decade Americans have become litter 


minded. But one has only to hike along a country road or 
drive on a highway to realize that the problem hasn't been 
licked. Can it? 


Three professors concerned with the problem, Grayson 


Osborne, Richard Powers and Emmett Anderson, think 
they have an answer. 


The three conducted an experiment in Green Canyon, 


Utah, over a period of 15 weeks. They came to the conclu- 
sion that "simple moral and patriotic appeals to clean up 
America have less effect than incentive systems do." 


First the professors had nine Boy Scouts and three 


adults pick up litter in the 22 mile long canyon. In 78 hours 
they collected 1,676 pounds of trash such as cans, bottles, 
boxes, discarded auto parts, labels and garbage. Tourists 
in Utah had not been very neat and orderly. 


Then the professors set up two litter stations along the 


road leading to the canyon with large oil cans and instruc- 
tions. For every bag of litter collected, a participant could 
deposit a card and get 25 cents or a chance on a $20 lottery. 
Litter bags were provided. 


A very small percentage, only .4 per cent of visitors ac- 


tually participated, it turned out. A vehicle counter and an 
observer with binoculars made that determination. But 
some 187 bags accounting for 1,658 pounds t)f litter were 
turned in. And ten times as many bags were turned in dur- 
ing the pay or lottery time than merely when litter bags 
were available and there was no personal incentive. More 
than that, 101 of the 187 bags were turned in for the lottery. 
But more people cooperated for the 25 cents than did those 
out of the goodness of their hearts. 


Human nature indeed might prompt us to consider, as 


the researchers suggest, that "it may be less expensive to 
pay the winners $20 cash prizes than to spend millions of 
dollars on billboards, television and radio advertisement." 
And it may get a lot more trash picked up. 


New restrictions on X-rays 


Once upon a time X-ray machines were routine equip- 


ment in shoe stores. In fact, they contributed to the child- 
hood excitement of getting a new pair of shoes since young- 
sters could view the bones in their own feet. 


But the machines were dispensed with when it was deter- 


mined that radiation increases the risk of cancer and ge- 
netic damage. Some experts believe that the smallest doses 
must be assumed to contribute to the total risks. 


For these reasons the Food and Drug Administration now 


has established tougher regulations governing the medical 
and dental use of X-rays. The aim is to avoid unnecessary 
exposure while preserving the responsible and important 
diagnostic use of the X-ray. 


In the first place equipment used from now on must meet 


Federal standards of manufacture and assembly. Although 
all existing equipment is not immediately obsolete and can 
be up-dated to meet requirements, within five years the 
new machinery must be in use. But primarily the new 
regulations restrict the amount of the body that is exposed 
to radiation. Obviously X-rays that hit the patient's body 
but do not pass through the film are wasted except as to 
what may be their deleterious effect upon the patient. Up- 
dating the equipment is expected to cost about $20 million a 
year and this added expense will be passed on to the con- 
sumer. But the avoidance of unnecessary exposure is esti- 
mated as cutting medical costs as much as $150 million a 
year. 


Statistics show that about 130 million Americans are ex- 


posed every year to medical or dental X-rays. They need 
protection from unnecessary dangers. 


Double standard campaign reports 


On a divided vote, the new State Elections Board has de- 


cided to do away with a little paperwork- But in so doing, it 
set a double standard for candidates for state office and 
those running for Congress. 


The new Wisconsin campaign law requires all contribu- 


tions of more than $10 to be listed in public reports. The 
existing federal law requires listing of sources of all indi- 
vidual contributions of more than $100. The Elections 
Board majority decision was to accept copies of the federal 
reports from congressional candidates for state purposes. 


J. Curtis McKay, a board member, said it was just too 


much work for congressional candidates to have to file both 
reports. "No congressman is going to be pushed over for 
$100," he said. Which probably is true enough. 


But Wisconsin has taken the lead in writing new cam- 


paign regulations. And one of the factors voters will judge 
candidates on is the detail and timeliness of the public re- 
ports of contributors. 


It may be a lot easier for congressmen and senators and 


their opponents to simply mail carbon copies from Wash- 
ington for the informing of state voters. But these candi- 
dates are going to get much more respect from voters by 
doing a I sttle extra bookkeeping to match reports the voters 
will get .from candidates for sheriff and the state legisla- 
ture.

Claims of public corruption challenged 


MADISON — Those politically aware citizens 


of Wisconsin who have been persuaded that the 
standards of behavior in local and state public 
affairs have been comparatively high will prob- 
ably be disturbed about the casual assumption 
of the state Department of Justice that munici- 
pal government virtue is a delusion. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, preparing for a 


new career in the federal judiciary, the other 
day put his name on a press release announc- 
ing that he has created a "new crime fighting 
unit which will concentrate on combatting pub- 
lic corruption." 


"This corruption control unit, charged with 


full-time responsibility of investigating and 
bringing to prosecution public corruption in 
Wisconsin, will concentrate in this area of spe- 
cial cancer that breeds contempt and promotes 
organized crime," the attorney general's press 
assistant quoted him as asserting. 


Now Bronson LaFollette, who preceded War- 


ren as the chief state law enforcement officer 
and is a candidate to succeed him in the elec- 
tions this year, has distributed a sharp protest 
to what he says is "a slap in the face to every 
law enforcement agency in the state." 


Wisconsin government, state and local, is the 


envy of the country for its generally clean oper- 


ations, retorted the campaigning LaFollette. 


The response may very well be one of the 


most effective statements of his campaign, 
coming as it does from a man whose perspec- 
tive on the issue of honest local administration 
in view of his own experience is perhaps as au- 
thoritative as can be found. 


LaFollette also jibes, with a clear appeal to 


the vote-rich local government establishment, 
that the $190,000 Warren wants to spend to ap- 
prehend malefactors in local public offices 
would not have had a chance of approval in a 
state budget bill if it had been presented in the 
terms Warren used. It is probably an accurate 
analysis. A blanket condemnation of the struc- 
ture of local government, on the evidence thus 
far provided, would bring a torrent of chal- 
lenges for some.substantiation. 


Illustrated in the incident is the profligate 


spending of federal aid funds in the name of 
law enforcement. At each meeting of the state 
board which doles out money provided by the 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration, there are grants for purposes and in 
amounts that would have little chance of pass- 
ing muster in the legislature if they were 
claims upon the state tax treasury. 


The Department of Justice has ferreted out 


some examples of illicit relations between ma- 
terials suppliers and local officers, notably in 
the procurement of chemicals for local sewage 
agencies. 


Such enterprise has been generally ap- 


plauded. Such incidents as have been put on 
the record have been deeply disappointing. But 
to suggest on the basis of a small handful of lo- 
cal officers that the municipal establishment 
as a whole is suspect is rash and impulsive, to 
put it mildly. 


Warren says a new "bureau chief" will have 


five special agents, with a budget of $190,000 a 
year, apparently with no time set for the expi- 
ration of the new corruption surveillance oper- 
ation. 


Such manpower will be an addition to the 


personnel resources of the department that 
have grown more rapidly during the past few 
years than ever before. 


LaFollette notes also that the creation of this 


division by the decision of the attorney general 
assumes widespread corruption in local gov- 
ernment and the refusal of local law enforce- 
ment officials to do anything about it, some- 
thing that would be difficult to defend if 
Warren was challenged to do so — as in a re-

•providing cheap heat to 97 per cent of 
the dwellings in "the Icelandic capital. 
The warmth is furnished by natural un- 
derground hot springs. 


Inflation has boosted thermal heat 


charges by about 22 per cent, said 
Gummar Kristiansson, chief engineer 
of the Heating Service, but, he added, 
savings through the system still 
presents a 75 per cent gain over what 
the fuel costs would be. 


"When I talked to a visitor from 


Philadelphia, I found out his fuel heat- 
ing charges were about double what an 
Icelander with the same size house 
would pay for thermal heat here," said 
Kristiansson. 


The hot water is drawn up through 


holes bored inside the city limits from 
springs up to more than a mile under- 
ground. There are 14 pumping stations 
which resemble fishermen's shacks for 
the city of 90,000. 


The simple system of pipes was set 


up 35 years ago. It distributes the hot 
water throughout 
Reykjavik. The 


houses in the city have no boilers or 
chimneys and there is no pollution 
from the heating system. Used hot wa- 
ter is drained off or recycled. 


The cost of providing thermal heat to 


Reykjavik will probably go up even- 
tually, as the demands of industry in- 
crease. Then water will have to be 
brought in from springs outside the 
city. But thermal heat in Iceland will 
always be the mkst reasonable kind, 
said Johannes Zoega, general manager 
of the heating authority. 


Zoega said that the energy crisis has 


brought a stream of visitors to Reykja- 
vik, particularly from Japan, who have 
been trying to find out how to utilize 
their own therman resources. 


"It's very much a question of costs," 


said Zoega. "In the United States, for 
example, there are plenty of places out- 
side the protected areas of the natural 
parks that could be used. But unless 
you put industry right on the spot and 
use thermal heat that way, you've al- 
ways got to pay for setting up a way of 
getting it to another place."

Sun Belt politicians ; 
besieged by scandal 


Conservatives had better face up to 


some important political implications 
in the recent indictments of figures like 
John Connally and Howard Hughes, 
plus the convictions of Calif. Lt. Gov. 
Ed Reinecke and John Ehrlichman. 


For those who haven't been keeping a 


regional scorecard, the scandals of 
1973-74 have struck especially deep 
among the politicians and civic leaders 
of the Southern Rim states reaching 
from Ed Gurney's Florida through 
Connally's Texas and Hughes' Nevada 
to the Southern California of President 
Nixon and his Palace Guard. 


Five years ago, I coined the phrase 


"Sun Belt" to describe these conserva- 
tive-trending boom states, and the 
name stuck. I was optimistic about 
their future, but other commentators 
made critical-to-hostile mention of the 
rootless, rightwing culture of aero- 
space engineers, Cadillac, evangelists, 
oilmen and cowboy financiers and real 
estate speculators. There was no moral 
or traditional framework, they said; 
Sun Belt society was in irresponsible, 
fast-buck milieu. 


Criticism Well-Founded 


A discouraging amount of that criti- 


cism has proved well-founded. To be 
sure, fashionable Philadelphia said the 
same thing about crude, bustling late 
18th Century Pittsburgh, and so on — 
the frontier has always been charged 
with amorality and rootlessness. And 
Sun State residents can properly point 
out that the worst U.S. political corrup- 
tion is «till centered in and around the 
old cities of the East — from Boston 
and New York to Baltimore — where 
"tradition" abounds. Even so, none of 
this can offset the importance of pat- 
terns in the Sun Belt, where explosive 
population growth has fueled an un- 
matched climate of real estate specula- 
tion, savings and loan association and 
bank chartering, zoning board games- 
manship, fast-food franchising and the 
like. Simply put, the Sun Belt is the 
zone of greatest national growth — 
demographically, economically and po- 
litically — and its qualities (or lack of 
them) are of enormous importance to 
the country's future. 


Over the last decade, since the Flor- 


ida-Texas-Arizona-California axis mid- 
wifed the Presidential candidacy of 
Barry Goldwater, the Sun Belt has gen- 
erally been an emerging force for polit- 
ical conservatism. When Richard Nixon 
smashed George McGoyern in 1972, 
some of his most massive majorities 
came from the prosperous new metro- 
politan areas of the Southern Rim — 
from Orange County, Florida to Orange 
County, California. 


To some extent, this was because Mr. 


Nixon was not only a conservative of 
sorts, but a stereotyped product of the 
Sun Belt — a man whose family had 
drifted from the Midwest to Southern 
California, who had first sought to 
make his fortune in orange juice con- 
centrate (he failed), and who pitched 
the tenor of his Presidency along an 
axis reaching from Key Biscayne to 
San Clemente. Now, alas, the verdict of 
history must show clearly enough that 
there was too much raw Sun Belt and 
too little conservatism in Richard 
Nixon, and it is a distinction worth 
making. 


Bastion of Conservative Votes 


In many respects, the Sun Belt is a 


worthy and legitimate bastion of "con- 
servative" votes — patriotic, possessed 
of a mixture of frontier and Southern 
military tradition, substantially depen- 
dent on agriculture and extractive in- 
dustries, too knowledgeable about race 
and ethnicity to buy the naive panaceas 
of Beacon Hill, Boston or suburban 
Minnesota. But the Nixon Adminis- 
tration at once spotlights the worst 
archetype and the Achilles Heel of Sun 
Beltism — a rootlessness that ignores 
ideology, history and tradition in a 
headlong rush for diamond earrings, 
real estate profits, Hollywood celebrity 
parties, advertising and image-mak- 
ing, and $400,000 deals with billion-dol- 
lar corporations. Mr. Nixon and his 
Palace Guard of Haldeman, Zieglers 
and Chapins, mostly spring from Mid- 
western families that fai'ed in business 
and came to Southern California to suc- 


ceed in a hungry milieu of shallow poli- 
tics and gimmicky business (from ad- 
vertising to Don Nixon's Hughes- 
financed "Nixonburgers"). The tragic 
results are now all too apparent. 


Despite the partisanship and media 


bias that have helped shape impeach- 
ment, conservatives cannot ignore —' or 
afford to ignore — the weaknesses jm- 
plicit in Nixonian politics.

The doctor 
said mdybe a cast would help, but later 
suggested that I take him to a bone 
specialist. I did and he explained a 
little about it but just said to rest a lot 
and cbme back. This is the third time I 
have taken him just to be told that he is 
to rest. I don't know why I have to take 
him back because the doctor said in 
some cases they have to operate but he 
;does not do this until they are between 
16 and 19. My son was 14 in January 
and is complaining just as much as be- 
fore. He is active and growing fast and 
this lying around is distressing. He 
wants to play ball. What do you think? 
Will this 'make it worse or is it just the 
pain he has to put up with? — A.N.P. 


This disease (Osgood-Schlatter) is one 
of the'frustrations of my life because I 
keep writing about it every few months 
and nobody remembers the nameuntil 
a youngster gets it. (The same is true 
. of Legg-Calve-Perthes disease, which is 
similar, except that it affects the hip.) 


Both diseases are a form of osteo- 


chondrosis. In simple language, there's 
an interference in blood supply to a 
portion of the bone. The bone weakens 
and softens. It becomes painful. 


The bad news is that unless the weak- 


ened bone is protected, by keeping 
weight off it, it can become perma- 
nently damaged. The good news is that 
if you jc protect it, in a matter of 
months (sometimes quite a few 
months) the circulation problem will 
correct itself and the bone will become 
strong and healthy again. 


Surgery sometimes is -necessary to 


repkir damage, but I'm sure you'll 
agree that it is more to the point to pre- 
vent the damage. 


There is no medicine that will do it. 


No type, of treatment. But you must 
keep weight off the bone until it re- 
gains strength. So it is much more than 
a matter of pain that keeps your boy 
from playing ball.

Carlos Santana's magnificent live 


performance Wednesday at the 
Brown County Veterans Memorial 
Arena, Green Bay, was ample evi- 
dence that he has managed to 
achieve' a fusion of rock, soul, 
Latin, African and Oriental 
rhythms into a unique sound that is 
both original and distinctive. 


The eight member band lays it on 


heavy. Powered by the driving per- 
cussive beat of conga drums and 
timbales (expertly executed by 
Carlos and Armando Peraza), San- 
tana led his group into a series of 
expansive sounds that multiplied 
itself into complex variations and 
improvisations. 


A number of distinctive traits 


stood out. First there is the pulsat- 
ing bass rhythm^ maintained by 
Dave Brown, that is relentlessly 
and uncompromisingly soul. Added 
to this, however, is the energetic 
Latin beat. When these are com- 
bined with elements of acid rock, 
including Santana's piercing lead 
guitar, the resultant sound can only 
be described as Latin Soul a la 
Americana. 


It was a musical tossed salad of 


impressive dimensions. The group 
played some of their most out- 
standing selections from the Abra- 
xas album, including "Black Magic 
Woman/Gypsy Queen" and "Inci- 
dent at Neshabur." 


As these selections were intro- 


duced, the crowd of 5,967 roared to 
its feet in approval. But Santana 
had the last word. Rather than 
regurgitating the songs in their 
original form, he adapted, modified 
and improvised the original ver- 
sions into something dramatic. 


There are two criticisms one 


could find with Santana's music. 
One is the sheer overpowering ef- 
fect of his electronic music. Decibel 
levels climb to astounding heights. 
This often distorts his progressive 
sound into a grotesque, ear-shatter- 
ing noise. 


The second critical point is the 


vocalizations. Whether individually 
or collectively, the singing is noto- 
riously flat. But then again, the 
group has never been recognized 
for its exceptional vocal talents. 


One musical avenue that Santana 


would do well to explore is the area 
of soft, subdued tones. There were 
at least a couple of these at the con- 
cert that succeeded quite well. 


By seeking a more balanced 


blend of intrumentation, by de-- 
creasing the screaming electronic 
effects and by pursuing a more 
subdued direction, Santana could 
continue to rank as one of the more 
outstanding musical groups 
around. 


Peter Frampton preceded San- 


tana on stage. His reception was 
warm though his music wavered 
somewhat from the traditional ster- 
eotyped rock to a sometimes ap- 
pealing melange of pop sounds.

teachers who replaced, striking Horton- 
ville Education Association (HEA) 
members, saying the increase came af- 
ter a request from the administration 
and not from new faculty members. 


According to Supt. Marvin Obry, the 


board's Madison attorney said there 
would be no legal problems with the ac- 
tion. The board said, "It seems clear 
that the HEA does not represent a ma- 
jority of new teachers we have under 
contract," Obry reported. 


New instructors, who were hired to 


replace HEA members who went on 
strike last March and were fired by the 
board in April, had been signed to con- 
tracts on the 1972-73 pay scale. 


Obry said the package approved 


Thursday is, "in effect, the salary that 
was negotiated last spring by the HEA 
and the board, with a few minor adjust- 
ments." 


Howard Bellman of the Wisconsin 


Employment Relations Commission, 
Madison, said that no one has filed a 
new petition seeking to be recognized 
as the collective bargaining representa- 
tive of the replacement teachers. 


Technically, the fired teachers' 


group, the HEA, is still the only known 
representative of Hortonville teachers, 
but it would have to prove this repre- 
sentation if it demanded the^ board to 
bargain with it and the board chal- 
lenged the demand. 


A group of replacement teachers, 


calling itself the Federation of Indepen- 
dent Teachers, had filed a petition ear- 
lier this year, but it was termed un- 
timely by the state commission. The 
federation said it would refile late, but 
it has not done so. 


The new schedule, which will raise 


the average salary for replacement 
teachers from $8,800 to just over $9,000, 
sets a $7,900 base for a bachelor's de- 
gree and a $8,550 base for a master's 


degree. The ceilings will be $12,166 and 
$13,171, respectively. Obry listed the 
average HEA salary at $11,000 a year. 


The 1972-73 salary schedule, which 


was the last one negotiated between the 
board and the HEA, had a $7,350 base. 


The board will pay 4.5 per cent of the 


teachers' retirement, the amount that 
became a major issue in the strike. The 
board wanted the 4.5 per cent figure, 
while the HEA demanded the board 
pay the total 5 per cent teachers' share. 
. While the last pact included 3 per 
cent raises for each year's teaching ex- 
perience, the new schedule will raise 
the longevity pay to 4 per cent a year, 
Obry said. 


Mileage for teachers who use their 


own cars for work was raised from 10 
to 13 cents a mile, and coaching sala- 
ries also were hiked. 


Head coaches in boys' sports re- 


ceived raises from $600 to the new $800 
a season, and male assistants will get 
$500 a season, an increase from the 
present $333. 


Female coaches, however, are paid 


on a lower scale, with assistants get- 
ting from $150 to $200. Girls' coaches 
will get $275 for gymnastics, $300 for 
track and volleyball, and $350 for bas- 
ketball. 


Teachers must work a mandatory 


five extracurricular events a year with- 
out pay. After that, they are paid from 
$5 to $10 for each event worked. 


Sick leave provisions, giving teachers 


eight days a year and up to an accu- 
mulative total of 85 days per teacher, 
will remain the same. 


According to Obry, the only other 


change calls for increasing hospi- 
talization insurance levels from $40 to 
$45 a day for rooms.

The average monthly ridership (ri-

Taxpayer alliance official says 
state tax increase appears likely 


Chances for avoiding a state tax in- 


crease in 1975 appear unlikely, John 
Reynolds, vice president for field serv- 
ices for the Wisconsin Taxpayers Al- 
liance told the Greater Appleton Ki- 
wanis Club Thursday. 


Present projections indicate that the 


state will spend $140 million more than 
it takes in during the last year of the 


- current biennium. 


Barring strong economic growth to 


produce greater than expected re- 
venues, the state legislature will have 
to enact an income or sales tax increase 
next year to make up the loss. 


Reynolds, whose WTA is A non-profit 


group formed in 1932 to eyeball fiscal 
developments in the state, did hold out 
some hope for high economic growth, 
however, because of the industrial tax 
relief measures passed during the past 
session of the legislature. 


Reynolds told the Appleton audience 


that there is a "lot of expansion" of in- 
dustry taking place, as well as moves 
into the state of plants, because of the 
tax relief measures. 


More industry means more jobs, he 


said, and more jobs mean more state 
income and sales tax revenues. 


The last biennial session of the state 


legislature granted nearly $600 million 
in tax relief, he said. This has meant a 
decline in the property tax burden 
throughout the state, he said, but an in- 
crease in state controls over formerly 
local affairs. 


"We're gradually drawing away from 


dependence on the property tax at the 
local level," said Reynolds, pointing ,*o 


the state tax relief payments that, 
when combined with federal revenue 
sharing, have funneled additional state 
and federal money that local com- 
munities can use in place of property 
taxes.

"In many cases, it results in bigger 


spending at the local level," said Rey- 
nolds. 
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
